LONDON, May 13.-The statemen' 
of Premier Asquith in the house of 
commonk today that all aliens of en- 
emy countries of military age would 
be interned and that this applied to 
those naturalized against whom there 
Wis any suspicion and that the others 
would be repatriated, has satisfied 
those persons who were agitating fo: 
some drastic action, 

As a result, the riots in London and 
provincial towns have largely subsid- 
ed Such rioting as did take place 
today and tonight wag carried on by 
mobs of boys, girls and women, who 
were out for fun or bent on looting 
German shops, while men stood by 
laughing or encouraging their youth- 


‘ful imitators, The police, atrong)s 


reinforced by special constables, were 
better whle to handle the situation 
today. 

Following the wild scenes of yes- 
terday and last night some 500 or 
more active participants in attacks on 
Cerman shops appeared in the police 
courts of London today and the mag- 
istrates read them severe lectures and 
imposed heavy penalties in most cases 
Some of the more cuypable were sen 
tenced to jail terms at hard labor, the 
sentences ranging from a month to 
four months, Others, chiefly women 
were fined When men of military 
age appeared before the magistrates 
they were told shanply that the beat 
way to get revenge on the Germans 
was to enlist. 

Naturalized Germans, Austrians and 
Turks were busy today signing declar 
ations repeating their oaths of allegi- 
ance to Great Britain, One mamorial 
from men of this class in the city of 
London has been sent direct to King 
George. Other memorials have been 
handed to the mayors of various cities 
In all the memorials the men reaffirm 


ftheir oath of allegiance and express 


abhorrence of the German methods ot 
warfare,

LONDON, May 138-—-A Reuter des 
patch from Petrograd gives the fol- 
lowing official statesnent regarding 
Russian military operations: 

“In the fighting between the Vis- 
tula and the Carpathians May sth 
and %th the Germans planned to 
break our front by the lightning ra- 
pidity of a blow. directed at the 
neighborhood of JXroano by seven di- 
visions of the flower of the German 
army after a heavy artillery prepara- 
tion. 

“On a general front of 40 miles the 
enemy gathered three-quarters of the 
Austrian army, one-ninth of the Ger- 
man army, the first reserve, half the 
contingents of the second reserve, be- 
sides eight divisions from the Serbian 
front. several new Austrian divisions 
and 20 infantry divisions as well as 
eight new divisions and nine cavalry 
divisions from the west front, Only 
one of our armies participated in the 
first attack, 

“The Germans gained no tactical 
success. Our reserves, by a flank 
blow, enabled our army to rearrange 
a line of aavantageous positions elim 
inating all fe of final retreat, Our 
army has lived strong reinforee- 
ments and is ready to exact hearty 
revenge, Our falling back was car- 
ried out methodically, The enemy's 
loss was heavy, 

“When our troops occupied the 
mountainous sectors which the ene- 
my hold today the enemy's official 
communications declared thelr posi- 
tiops were of no Importance, ”

OVER FINANCES): 


Acting Premier r Describes as Bun- 
combe the Story Published 
by the Journal. 


“It is one of their characteristic 
dream stories ,and caused us the 
greatest amusement,” was the was 
Acting-Premier Stewart yesterday 
morning described an article in the 
Journal, ring that owing to finan- 
celal matte the entire public works 
program for the current year would 
have to be abandoned, and adding 
that even if the money can he se- 
secured only a small fraction of the 
work can be done, 

Mr. Stewart pointed out that ow- 
ing to careful financing the govern- 
ment has a considerable unexpended 
balance on hand with which to carry 
on its public works program, princip- 
ally with regard to roads, this vear. A 
good deal of this work has been un- 
der way for some time in various 
purts of the province, and the rest of 
the program will be pushed ahead,
